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for shopping centre 


Coun. Breadner moved 
that it be recommended to 
council to agree in principal 
with locating a regional 
shopping centre in the Town 
of St. Albert. The motion, 
made at the committee of the 
whole meeting February 10, 
carried 6 to 0. (Coun. Lukay 
was absent). 

In the discussion of the 
motion, Coun. Smith stated 
that she supported the 
recommendation but was not 
prepared to unequivocably 
accept a proposal in the 
future. She stated that if 
there was something that she 
did not like about any 
proposal she would not vote 
in favour of it. 

Coun. Throndson said he 
wholeheartedly supported 
the motion and he felt that 
there had been a need for a 
regional facility for a long 
time. Coun. Breadner said 
that there is a strong indica- 
tion from the people in this 
community that they want a 
shopping centre and in 
fairness to those who have 
submitted proposals a de- 
cision should be proceeded 


with, 

Mayor Plain moved that 
the committee recommend to 
council that a draft copy of a 
development agreement be 
ready for consideration at the 
committee meeting on Feb. 
24, that negotiations be 
initiated with the developers, 


and that the progress of the - 


negotiations be reported 
back to council on March 17. 

Coun. Throndson wonder- 
ed if the time constraint 
would be too much for staff 
to handle but Mr. Byron 
pointed out that if things 
were not going well by 
March 17 the situation would 
be reported back to council. 
He also stated that estab- 
lishing a date for report 
would give staff something to 
work toward. 

Mayor Plain’s motion car- 
ried 6 to 0. 

Coun. Wetsch asked if the 
Shelter Resource proposal 
would have sufficient time to 
be taken to a public meeting 
in the time remaining and 
Mr. Leckie (director of 
Shelter Resource Ltd.) stated 


Huge shopping 


complex proposed 


to council 


A fourth proposal for con- 
sideration as a _ possible 
regional shopping centre was 
heard at council committee of 
the whole meeting on Mon- 
day, February 10. 

Mr. G. L. Leckie, director 
of Shelter Resource Ltd., 
outlined the proposal for a 
shopping centre and housing 
development to be located at 
the southeast corner of the 
intersection of St. Albert 
Trail and Hebert Road. As 
background to his proposal 
he reported that this site was 
beneficial because of its 
location, its relation to 
existing major transportation 
routes, and its relation to 
existing and future develop- 
ment in the area, Mr. Leckie 
also reported however, that 
the proposal was not inten- 
ded to project itself into the 
future needs (20 or 30 years 
hence) of the town but rather 
it was intended to fulfill the 
immediate needs of the 
community. 


The $11 million complex 
would initially be a one level 
shopping mall development 
with future allowance for the 
construction of a two level 
department store. 

The initial one level 
shopping mall development 
would include a super-size 
food market (53,760 square 
feet), a discount store (39,- 
936 sq. ft.), restaurant and 
dining (6,784 sq. ft.), home 
improvement centre (25,600 
sq. ft.), and auto service 
centre, a trust/bank, furni- 
ture store, and miscellaneous 
shops. The total area of the 
initial development would be 
approximately 264,000 squ- 
are feet. With the futlre two 
level department store the 
total gross floor area of the 
development would be about 
414,000 square feet. 

Mr. Leckie pointed out 
that this site was the largest 
single site available (about 
32 acres) between Edmonton 
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that they would be able to 
have such a meeting before 
the deadline of February 24. 

Mr. Byron, town admini- 
Strator, pointed out that at 
this late date some con- 
sideration should be given to 
closing the door on develop- 
ment proposals for a shop- 
ping centre. He cautioned 
that proposals could still be 
coming forward and in the 
interests of practicality, fur- 
ther proposals should be dis- 
couraged. Mayor Plain poin- 
ted out that if further 
proposals were to come 
forward they would have to 
be discussed at public 
meetings before the Feb- 
ruary 24 deadline. 

Mayor Plain moved that it 
be recommended to council 
that the Shelter Resource 
Ltd., have their public 
meeting before February 24. 
The recommendation carried 
6 to 0.

Board will not lay vandalism 
charges - appoints committee 


On Monday, February 3, 
the board of District No. 3 
continued to struggle with 
the decision whether or not 
to lay charges against several 
teen-age vandals who were 
caught damaging Albert 
Lacombe School. After a long 
drawn-out debate, sometim- 
es hung up by discussion of 
legal technicalities, the elec- 
ted body eventually declined 
to lay charges itself and 
delegated its paid employees 
to investigate the matter 
and, if deemed necessary, to 
lay charges in a move des- 
cribed by Trustee Sylvia 
Walsh as ‘‘passing the 
buck.’ 

The discussion was a carry 
over from the previous 
regular meeting at which 
time Mr. Ted Baldwin, 
secretary-treasurer, introdu- 
ced the topic by reading a 
letter from the parents of one 
of the boys involved. Trust- 
ees Sylvia Walsh and Ernie 
Howrish had come down 
firmly on the side of laying 
charges at ‘that meeting 
while Chairman Steve Sieben 
and Trustees Elsie Lockert 
and Peter Freeman had been 
either undecided or opposed. 

At this meeting, Trustee 
Walsh remained firm in her 
conviction that charges sh- 
ould be laid. Chairman Steve 


Sieben joined her (after 
being undecided) but Ernie 
Howrish, (who had shared 
this opinion at the previous 
meeting) voted against the 
motion when it was presen- 
ted. Trustees Lockert and 
Freeman remained opposed 
to laying charges. 

Sgt. Thompson from the 
St. Albert RCMP Detach- 
ment attended the meeting 
to be of assistance to the 
board. He prefaced his talk 
with an acknowledgement 
that vandalism is a very 
complex problem and that 
District No. 3 had suffered 
only minor damage over the 
past year. 

He explained the Juvenile 
Delinquent Act and how it 
works in Alberta. Appar- 
ently, a juvenile delinquent 
is a boy up to the age of 16 or 
a girl to 18. A court, having 
found a person to be delin- 
quent, has several options. It 
can admonish the individual, 
sentence, suspend or adjourn 
the hearing. It can impose a 
fine not exceeding $25; allow 
him to remain at home; 
impose upon him any condi- 
tions considered advisable. 
In Alberta, a court cannot 
sentence a juvenile to deten- 
tion. The most it could do is 
to place a juvenile offender in 
the care of the Superin- 


tendent of Child Welfare 
(Department of Health and 
Social Development) who 
would decide how to help the

He pointed 
out that the development 
would complete the Akins- 
dale subdivision and would 
keep traffic from the down- 
town area. Mr. Leckie said 
that a shopping centre in this 
location would develop the 
entrance to St. Albert from 
the south and would be 
buffered by the proposed 
ring road and Highway 2 
with access at the inter- 
section of Hebert Road and 
Sunset Boulevard or from 
Arlington Drive. 

Parking area is designed to 

accommodate customer and 

‘employee demands on all but 
the three highest sale days of 
the year. Mr. Leckie said that 
the standard followed is 5.5 
spaces per 1,000 feet of gross 
leasable area. The number of 
parking spaces are in total - 
2,011. All parking spaces 
measure 9 feet by 19 feet 
with a 24 foot aisle. 

Mr. Leckie mentioned that 
he had an agreement with 
Qualico (the owners of the 
site) for the defined area for 
the development in a com- 
mercial C2 and a residential 
R3.

would be purchased. 

Coun. Fyfe asked if the 
developer had some idea as 
to when the two level 

store would be 
constructed and Mr. Leckie 
said it would be two to four 
‘years off. He told Coun. 
Wetsch that the company has 
letters on file dating back to 
1971 from 1.G.A. and Kres- 
ges indicating their interest.

Coun. Fyfe asked what 
type of department store 
would be located in the 
proposed centre and Mr.

He added that the 
nature of community invol- 
vement would not be direc- 
ted by the company and they 
would be awaiting the direc- 
tion of the citizens. 

Coun. Wetsch asked if 
there were any other possi- 
bilities as to a contribution to 
the community. Mr. Leckie 
told him that a financial 
contribution was a possi- 
bility. He stated that if a 
financial consideration was 
to be made he would hope 
that the contribution would 
be preferable for something 


within a half mile of the 


shopping centre. He said 


"that both a contribution in 


terms of the physical area of 
the site and a financial 
consideration could be con- 
templated. 

Mr. Leckie stated that his 
company was prepared to 
hold a public meeting on the 
proposal.

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into detention. He empha- 
sized that it seldom happens 
and is a last resort. 

According to the Juvenile 
Delinquent Act, where a 
child is judged to have 
committed an act of delin- 
quency, he shall be dealt 
with not as an offender - to 
be punished, but, as a person 
needing help, guidance and 
proper supervision. Nowhere 
is punishment spelled out. 

Sgt. Thompson got into the 
procedures when a charge is 
laid against a juvenile. He 
said the police have to serve 
a notice of which several 
copies are made. Two copies 
are given to the Social 
Development office, one to 
the court, one to the parents 
of the child and one to the 
child himself. The notice 
states what the offence is and 
the date set for court 
appearance. Usually, an offi- 
cial from the Social De- 
velopment office tries to visit 
the family prior to going to 
court to ensure the family 
understands court procedure 
and to see if any other 
assistance can be offered. 
When the court sits it is very 
private and very informal. 
The judge talks to the child 
freely and if the child admits 
to an offence the judge 
decides what is best for the 
child. Only in cases where 
the child cannot be properly 
supervised is he turned over 
to the Department of Health 
and Social Development. 

Trustee Lockert asked 
what would happen if a 
juvenile denied the offence. 

Sgt. Thompson said that 
the police would have to 
prove the case. The child 
would have all the rights to a 
lawyer etc. Again, it would 
be a very private’ affair. 

Sgt. Thompson continued 
that once a case has gone to 
court some good usually 
comes out of it. He admitted 
that it was an unpleasant 
business but said that he has 
never seen anyone who has 
not been helped. Too many 
people are afraid of these 
things which he considered 
to be partly the fault of the 
police. He thinks there isa 
breakdown in communication 
between the schools and the 
RCMP and he noted that this 
was his first posting where 
he did not know the school 
principals personally. If a 
child needs help and guid- 
ance, Sgt. Thompson feels it 
the responsibility of the 
principals and the RCMP to 
provide that help. A lot of 
offences are committed by 
children as a cry for help and 
some or all the children are 
looking for attention. He 
again stated that he does not 
think it a bad thing to lay 
charges reminding the board 
that, in the case of males, the 
record is finished when he 
becomes 16. It is not some- 
thing which will follow him 
through life. 

Sgt. Thompson gave i

brief explanation as to who 
should press charges. He 
said the victim normally lays 
the charge. Because schools 
are public property he 
thought that could make the 
situation slightly different 
and he suggested that the 
board make a policy to leave 
vandalism cases to be hand- 
led by RCMP, the school 
principal and another person 
designated by the board. He 
sees no problem with the 
police pressing charges if 
they have the sanction of the 
school board. 

[Reporter’s Note: compli- 
cations might arise with Sgt. 
Thompson’s proposal when 
children from one school 
district vandalize property 
belonging to another district 
as happened last year). 

Trustee Lockert requested 
Sgt. Thompson’s clarification 
concerning laying charges. 
She said when a private 
citizen phones. in, that is 
automatically a complaint 
laid and according to re- 
search she had undertaken 
that week, she was advised 
that a complaint laid gives 
the police the right to lay the 
charge. However, when she 
phoned the RCMP office in 
connection with the case at 
hand she was informed that 
the board must lay the 
charge or the RCMP would 
not proceed. 

Sgt. Thompson said that 
‘“‘complaint’’ in this instance 
was a play on words. He said 
that the woman who had 
phoned in to inform the 
RCMP that boys were break- 
ing school windows was not 
laying a complaint as such. 


Trustee Lockert replied. 


that she understood from the 
RCMP that this woman was 
the complainant. 

Sgt. Thompson reaffirmed 
that the individual in ques- 
tion was not the complainant 
and that she was simply 
being a good citizen by 
reporting the incident to the 
police. 

In reply to a question by 
George Soetaert, who was 
seeking a course of action 
other than charges, Sgt. 
Sthompson agreed that the 
RCMP and someone from the 
district might be able to take 
some kind of action which 
may not result in charges 
being laid. 

Trustee Freeman entered 
into a dialogue with Sgt. 
Thompson over who should 
lay charges. His point was 
that as prosecution is under- 
taken in the name of the 
Queen it is the crown which 
should lay the charge. 

Chairman Steve Sieben 
said that it is unfortunate 
that the board does not have 
a policy regarding vandalism 
and that 2 case has arisen 
and they now have to set 
policy. He said that he 
wanted a decision made that 


evening. 

Trustee Sylvia Walsh mo- 
ved that the board lay 
charges in this particular 
case. 

‘Nothing has been said to 

daté to convince me to 
change my position,’’ said 
Trustee Freeman. ‘‘I have 
given this advice before that 
it is inappropriate for the 
board to be the ones to make 
the decision whether to lay 
charges or not... We are 
subject to pressures due to 
publicity in the press in this 
regard and for that reason it 
is inappropriate ... Secondly, 
I don’t think the victim has 
an unbiased approach so 
vengeance becomes the dri- 
ving force... Before I would 
have thought apprehension 
was sufficient. Now I am 
doubly sure in view of the 
publicity and everything 
else.’’ 

In connection with public- 
ity, Trustee Sylvia Walsh 
asked whether any of the 
other trustees had received 
phone calls from electors. 
The answer was ‘no’ . 
Trustee Walsh informed 
them that she had received 
several supporting her stand 
and she thought that that 
must count for something. 

Trustee Ernie Howrish 
announced that he favoured 
Sgt. Thompson’s recommen- 
dation to allow the RCMP to 
dation to allow the RCMP 
and school administrators 
look into this matter and he 
felt that the board shoul¢ 
move along these lines. 

Trustee Lockert said tha 
she did not feel the matter to 
be any of the board’s 
business and the matter 
should be passed tc a 
specialized group. She wan- 
ted to go along ‘with Sgt. 
Thompson’s suggestion. 

Trustee Walsh remarked 
that Sgt. Thompson also said 
that these children often 
need help and one way they 


might obtain it is to have. 


charges laid against them. 

Trustee Lockert replied 
that she appreciated that 
point but questioned whether 
it is the right time or whether 
the board are the right 
people to be laying the 
charges. 

Trustee Walsh said that it 
was very interesting that 
everyone should be passing 
the buck because that is 
exactly what the board seems 
to be doing.

Trustee Walsh confirmed 
that this was so.

RECREATION 
FACILITIES 


On January 31, 1975, the 
Minister of Culture, Youth 
and Recreation, the Hon. 
Horst Schmid announced the 
terms of a joint provin- 
cial-municipal cost sharing 
program which is designed to 
facilitate the development of 
major multi-purpose recrea- 
tional and cultural facilities. 
This announcement is most 
opportune for the Town of St. 
Albert given the inadequacy 
of certain recreational 
facilities presently existing 
within the town. 

There are a number of 
problems which must be 
overcome before St. Albert 
residents can take advantage 
of this generous program. 
Firstly, the planning process 
which includes: 1) identifi- 
cation of recreational and 
cultural priorities; 2) the 
selection of appropriate sites 
and the acquisition of land; 
3) the examination of sources 
of funding and 4) public 
participation and comments 
must be telescoped within an 
extremely tight time frame. 
In effect, St. Albert must go 
through all of these steps by 
April 1, 1975 if it wishes to 
commence construction in 
mid-summer or the fall of 
1975. 

Secondly, the co-operative 
efforts of a large number of 
committees, boards and ser- 
vice clubs are required in 
establishing the proposals 
and furnishing resources for 
the successful completion of 
the complex(es). The pro- 
blems experienced by other 
communities suggest that 
unless there is a wholehear- 
ted agreement by all parties 
to co-operate and to work for 
the public good that the 
project could be held up for 
over two years or more as 
various groups debate the 
merits of alternative site 
locations and priorities that 
could be assigned to recrea- 
tional needs in the commun- 
ity. 

The council and myself will 
be assigning a high priority 
to meeting the deadlines 
required to provide the 


facilities by 1976. We shall 
require the utmost co-opera- 
tion and effort from all 
parties if we are to be 
successful. It is my belief 
that we can and will succeed 
in meeting the endeavour if 
we tackle this problem in an 
industrious and positive ma- 
nner. 


REMUNERATION OF THE 
COUNCILLORS AND THE 
MAYOR 


On January 20, 1975, a 
motion was made to table the 
subject of the councillors and 
the mayor’s resolution until 
the council meeting on Feb- 
ruary 17, 1975. The purpose 
of this motion was to 
examine the merits of the 
existing organizational st- 
ructure and to acquire 
additional information per- 
taining to the establishment 
of proposed levels of remun- 
eration. On February 3, 
1975, a submition was 
1975, a submission was 
received which requested 
council to obtain the opinion 
of an independent body re- 
garding the establishment of 
remuneration levels given 
the fact that matters were 
becoming devisive, confused 
and partisan politics had 
entered the issue. Council 
passed a motion requesting 
the administrator to investi- 
gate the possibility of app- 
ointing an independent co- 
mmittee or consultant to 
provide an objective apprais- 
al of the matter. This request 
was fulfilled and a consultant 
has been retained to examine 
the situation and report back 
to council in three weeks 
time. This implies that the 
meeting slated for the 
discussion of the levels of 
remuneration will not be held 
until sometime in the near 
future. It has been decided 
that one week notification 
should be given and that a 
larger meeting hall should be 
selected in order that a larger 
number of spectators could 
be accommodated. Notifica- 
tion will be forthcoming 
sometime during the next 
few weeks. 
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Tickets are now on sale for 
the St. Albert Historical 
Society’s annual banquet at 
St. Albert Inn when Dr.

Day Care Facility Sited 
in Fountain Park 


Coun. Barry. Breadner and 
Coun. Rod Throndson voted 
against a recommendation 
for the location of a Day Care 
facility in Fountain Park 
during the committee of the 
whole meeting on Monday 
night. oi), 
Coun. Breadner explained 
that while he was in sym- 
pathy with the need for the 
facility, he felt that the 
recommendation represent- 
ed a ‘‘dangerous precedent’’ 
in terms of using park land 
for other purposes. Coun. 
Breadner, the council mem- 
ber on the Parks and 
Recreation Board, asked that 
a motion from the board go 
on record - ‘‘that the use of 
parkland for day care ser- 
vices reflects a questionable 
precedent.’’ He reported 
that the board had unani- 
mously passed this motion at 
their last meeting. 

Coun. Throndson stated 
that the proposal brought a 
great deal of grief to him and 
that he viewed the proposal 
with misgiving. Coun. Thr- 
ondson, the alternate council 
member on the Parks and 
Recreation Board, said that 


}: he was in favour of finding a 


*“‘permanent home’’ for the 
Day Care Centre but he was 
against the proposal because 
of its location near the 
parking lot and its location in 
an area under consideration 
for a major recreation facility 
He also felt that setting out 
the site as the location for the 
Centre may adversely effect 
future planning decisions in 
the area.

Miss M. Khemani of Vital 
Grandin School made a 
presentation at the meeting 
of St. Albert School District 
No. 3 on Monday, February 
3. She hoped to convince the 
board to hire a reading 
specialist for District No. 3 
schools.. Miss Khemani put 
forward a strong argument 
for recognizing the need of 
this position. 

She explained that reading 
is a process by which a child 
or reader acquires know- 
ledge.

Miss Khemani 
felt that had a reading 
specialist been readily avail- 
able within the school sys- 
tem, the problem would have 
been discovered three years 
ago. 

Miss Khemani ended her 
presentation by remarking 
that she realized there were 
subjects other than reading 
but she reminded the board 
that reading assumes the 
basic role in all other 
subjects. 

Chairman Steve Sieben 
thanked Miss Khemani for 
defining the need of a 
reading specialist to the 
board. 

Under the heading of 
Chairman’s Report, Mr. Sie- 
ben announced that a joint 
district school board meeting 


| will be held on Thursday, 


February 20. He suggested 
that board members contact 
Mr. E. Baldwin, secretary- 
treasurer for items to be 
discussed. 

Trustee Mrs. Sylvia Walsh 
reported that the vandalism 


committee met on January 25 
in council chambers. The 
committee comprises Coun- 
cillor Wetsch, who presided 
as chairman, Trustee Shirley 
McCaffery of District No. 6 
and herself representing 
District No. 3. Mrs. Walsh 
said that the committee tried 
to determine what its role 
should be and it decided to 
obtain some idea of the 
extent of vandalism in the 
town; how great the problem 
is if, in fact, it is a problem. 
The committee planned to 
direct letters to all business- 
es, churches etc. asking for 
input. 

Mrs. Walsh continued that 
the type of information re- 
quired was knowing what 
age groups are primarily 
responsible for acts of van- 
dalism and, most important 
of all, what can individuals, 
elected bodies or other 
organizations do to counter- 
act or prevent vandalism. 
She said that from the view- 
point of the school boards, a 
consistent policy should be 


implemented and it should, 


be made well known thr- 
oughout the school districts. 
It was also decided that if 
vandals were caught, char- 
ges would be laid. A re- 
commendation was also put 
forward that when new 
schools are being built, 
architects should be instruc- 
ted to make the schools as 
vandal-proof as possible, 
both in respect of location 
and the extent of windows. 
Mrs. Walsh also mention- 
ed two ideas put forward by 
the District No. 6 repre- 
sentative. One was a rec- 
ommendation that the com- 
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mittee urge for morg yecrea- 
tional facilities and the other 
was a suggestion that a 
poster or essay contest take 
place with vandalism as the 
central theme. 

Mrs. Walsh then reported 
on the School Bus Safety 
Forum. (This was reported in 


detail in the January 29 issué~ 


of the Gazette). She comm- 
ented on the confusion about 


the red flashing lights on 
school buses and explained 
that the law concerning these 
applies only in rural areas. 
The Safety Council decided 
that the-best thing to do was 
to make the public dware-that_:.

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Dogs running loose 


THE NEW ANIMAL SHELTER located on Riel Drive by the Public Works Building and 
Garage represents one of the best shelters of its kind according to Mr. Ross Tupling, the 
animal control officer. The shelter includes eight separate indoor pens connected to outdoor 
runs which are easily accessible for the impounded dogs. The shelter is heated, clean, and 
serves as the ‘‘base’’ for the animal control officer. The phone number at the shelter is - 
459-6788 and calls are received on a 24-hour basis.

Keeping a pet represents a 
serious responsibility but few 
of us recognize this fact until 
faced with a penalty as a 
reminder. 

The program for control of 
animals in the Town of St. 
Albert was re-examined in 
the middle of last year 
resulting in the passage of a 
new Animal Control Bylaw of 
the town council on August 
12, 1974. Mr. E. L. Rheault, 


director of personnel and 
organization for the town, 
states that he suspects that 
many people may not comp- 
letely realize the responsi- 
bility they take on when they 
get a pet. 

‘*Our biggest concern,”’ 
says Mr. Rheault, ‘‘are the 
animals running loose, may- 
be one with a bad temper will 
bite someone.’’ Mr. Rheault 
points out that the animal 
control program also is

concerned with those anim- 
als which are not treated 
well. 

The Animal Control Bylaw 
includes the licensing pro- 
gram for identification of 
animals and their owners, an 
animal control officer patrol- 
ling the streets in a radio 
equipped van with authori- 
zation to impound animals 
found to be in contravention 
of the regulations, and an 
animal shelter where im- 
pounded animals are kept. 
Mr. Ross Tupling, the animal 
control officer, estimates that 
the dog population of St. 
Albert is 2,400 with only 
about half of this number 
possessing the appropriate 
license. 


LICENSE REQUIRED 


The license program: pro- 
vides a means of identifying 
both dog and owner so that if 
a pet is ‘‘picked up’’ the 
owner can be contacted. The 
fee structure of the license is 
$5 for each neutered male 
and spayed female dog and 
$10 for each male and female 
dog. The bylaw states that no 
person shall own, keep, or 
harbour any dog within the 
town limits unless such a dog 
is licensed. Every person 
within the limits of the town 
with a dog over the age of 
three months shall obtain a 
license for the current year 
from the town hall, the town 
animal shelter or from an 
agent approved by the 
council of the town. 

Mr. Tupling took on the 
duties of animal! control 
officer in early October of 
last year. He has been 
answering about 45 calls per 
month or about an average of 
10 calls every week. ‘‘Any- 
body has the right to capture 
a stray animal under the 
bylaw,’’ reports Mr. Tup- 
ling. ‘‘No repercussions will 
come back on them if they 
turn the animal over to me.”’ 
He points out that the animal 
control officer can be contac- 
ted either by phoning the 
shelter (459-6788), contact- 
ing the town hall, or a 
message can be left on the 
recorder at the shelter. 

St. Albert’s animal shelter 
consists of a heated building 
located near the Public 
Works Building and Garage 
on Riel Drive. The building 
can accommodate eight dogs 
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in eight large individual pens 
and outdoor runs, where the 
animals can move about in as 
they please. The shelter also 
contains several cages for 
cats. Both Mr. Rheault and 
Mr. Tupling feel that the 
shelter is superior to any 
they have seen to date. 


VET SERVICE USED 


Arrangements have been 
made with a local veterin- 
arian to treat injured or sick 
animals impounded by the 
animal control officer. The 
services of the vet are also 
used when an animal is to be 
destroyed. Mr. Tupling stat- 
es that he is reluctant to 
destroy unclaimed animals 
but unfortunately he must

An animal 
is kept for a period of 72 
hours if it has a license and it 
may be redeemed by the 
owner before that time at a 
cost of $15. plus $5 per day 
that the animal has been 
confined in the shelter. An 
unlicensed animal will be 
kept for 36 hours and may be 
redeemed for a sum of $25 
plus the $5 per day pound 
fee. 

The fact that an animal has 
been confined for longer than 
the bylaw states does not 
necessarily mean that ‘it will 
be destreyed. Mr. Tupling 
says that he makes every 
effort to find a home for the 
animal rather than see it 
destroyed. Often people will 
notice an animal in the

THREE SIMPLE RULES 


In order to spare oneself 
from the needless expense 
and time involved in re 
deeming a truant animal pet 
owners should follow three 
simple rules of considera.

trol of a competant and 
responsible person, confine 
any animal which is vicious, 
in heat, or suspected of being

Most people don’t like the 
real cold weather that this 
part of Canada is well known 
for. Many have to take a 
holiday in a more temperate 
climate, but I look forward to 
at least one good cold snap 
during the winter. A good 
stretch of cold weather offers 
many advantages to those 
who participate in outdoor 
recreation. The primary ad- 
vantage is preparation for 
milder weather. 

This preparation can take 
several forms. Checking over 
equipment, building a gun 
cabinet, or planning a 
recreation trip. 

The first thing I take a look 
at when the cold weather 
keeps me at home are my 
guns. Usually I check each 
one to ensure that its clean 
and in perfect working order, 
also that there is a supply of 
ammunition for each on 
hand. I don’t like running to 
the store for shells each time 
I go out. Another check is to 
see that the carrying case is 
in good shape and clean 
inside. Gun cases can really 
collect dust. The storage of 
guns and ammunition is an 
important consideration. If 
possible lock them up in 
separate cabinets. The very 
least that a hunter should do 
is to store the ammunition in 
a place well removed from 
his guns and as inaccessible 
as possible. 

After firearms my fishing 
gear gets a close inspection. 
First the rods should be 
inspected for any sign of

wear or damage. A smail 
amount of maintenance will 
extend the life of even 
inexpensive rods. Check the 
metal parts for grooves that 
may have been worn in them 
from the fishing line. A good 
fishing gear store carries 
almost any part that you 
would want to replace. Again 
its a good idea to check the 
case you store a rod in for 
wear or other minor prob- 
lems, 

The fishing reels require a 
lot of attention. The most 
frustrating thing for any 
fishermen is to have his reel 
give out on a fishing trip. 
You don’t have to be a 
technical specialist to service 
a fishing reel. The better 
models will come with a 
diagram showing what main- 
tenance is required. Anything 
less than-a perfectly operat- 
ing reel is unacceptable for a 
successful outing. Strip all 
the line off the reel to make 
sure that no deterioration has 
taken place. If you suspect 
the line at all, replace it. You 
would really be discouraged 
if you hooked a good size fish 
next spring only to lose it 
because of a poor quality 
line. 

Check your sleeping bags 
over to determine if they 
require cleaning or repair. 
Minor repairs can be made at 
home but leave anything 
major to a professional tent 
or bag maker. Don’t forget 
any repairs that your tent or 
trailer require either. You 
will receive excellent service

Provincial seed supplies short 
an exaggeration 


Re-issued from 

District Agriculturist office 

Suggestions that provin- 
cial seed supplies are short 
are an exaggeration, accor- 
ding to Alberta’s Minister of 
Agriculture, the Honourable 
Hugh Horner; but he warns 
that present supplies will be 
diverted to alternative mar- 
kets, such as feed and pro- 
cessing, if farmers do not 
buy and take delivery of their 
requirements as soon as 
possible. 

Wheat, barley, rapeseed, 
rye and flax supplies are 
expected to be adequate, but 
oat supplies will be tight. 
Alberta’s seed trade has 
indicated that regional shor- 
tages will be taken care of as 
has been the case’ in past 
years. 

‘“‘My department has met 
with numerous producer 
groups, the seed trade, the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ 
Association, and co-op seed 
cleaning plants to ensure 
that demand will be met’’ the 
minister said. ‘‘At the 
present time, the problem is 
primarily distribution; how- 
ever, the seed trade and 
producers have been faced 
with that problem before, 
and have demonstrated their 
ability to cope with it 
adequately, providing re- 
quirements are known early.’ 

The Alberta Grain Com- 
mission’s feed and forage 
exchange is operating a 
listing service for farmers 
who have seed for sale. 
Those who need seed can 
also contact the co-op seed 
cleaning plants, their eleva-

tor agent, seed companies, 
and seed producer groups. 

Because 1974 weather 
conditions have caused major 
seed quality problems, it is 
very important that farmers 
ensure that their seed is 
cleaned and that a close 
check is carried out on weed 
seed content and germina- 
tion. Weed seed content and 
germination tests are carried 
out by the Plant Products 
Division, Agriculture Cana- 
da. Elevator companies will 
also do gerniination tests 
upon request. These facil- 
ities are now operating at full 
capacity. 

Farmers should also plan 


to treat their seed this year it 
the quality is down. 

Dr. Horner stressed that 
seed quality is critical to 
good production. ‘I under- 
stand,’ he said, ‘‘that far- 
mers have heeded our warn- 
ings, and that many have 
already arranged for their 
seed supplies. A good 
indication of this response is 
the early ‘start up’ of Al- 
berta’s seed cleaning plants, 
most of which are operating 
on a double shift basis.’’ 

Dr. Horner emphasized 
that farmers can ensure good 
seed for their 1975 crop by 
ordering their requirements 
as soon as possible.

1. A deficiency payment 
will be made on cows of the 
Canada D1, D2, D3 and D4 
grades, sold through comm- 
unity auctions, public sto- 
ckyards or direct to packing 
plants, provided satisfactory 
proof of slaughter is esta- 
blished. Payment will be on a 
liveweight per hundred bas- 
is. 

2. The support price level 
will be $23.21 per cwt. -- 
100% of the 5-year weighted 
~ average price for D1, D2, D3 
and D4 cows marketed thr- 
ough public stockyards at 
Toronto, Winnipeg and Cal- 
gary. 

The producer’s deficiency 
payment will be based on the 
difference between the wei- 
ghted average price at Tor- 
onto, Winnipeg and Calgary, 
for the period of the pro- 
gram, and the support price 
of $23.21. 

Producer’s shouJd not in- 
terpret the $23.21 support 
price as a guaranteed mini- 
mum price per animal. Since 
the rate of payment will be 
the same on all eligible cows, 
i.e. the difference between 
the weighted average price 
for the period and the 
support level, farmers are 
advised to obtain the best 
possible price for their cows. 

3. The Stabilization Pro- 
gram will be administered by 
making payments direct to 
producers. 

4. The claimant must pro- 
vide a statement certifying

Dairymen warned about disease hazard 


By Robert H. Berry

The Director of the Alberta 
Veterinary Services Division, 
Dr. H. N. Vance, warns 
Dairymen who are buying 
dairy heifers, especially th- 
ose that come from outside 
the province, to be sure that 
they have had a negative 
blood test for Brucellosis 
within the last 30 days, or 
that they have been vaccin- 
ated against this disease. 
He says, ‘‘One of the big 
concerns about bringing 
dairy heifers into Alberta 


from other parts of Canada 
and the United States is that 
Brucellosis has increased 
throughout most of North 
America during the past 
year.”’ If the situation wor- 
sens, Alberta Agriculture 
may have to require tests on 
all imported cattle. 

The high market price that 
dairy heifers have been 
receiving in Alberta has 
resulted in a considerable 
increase in the number of 
animals being brought into 
the province during the last 
few months. 


cultural Development Cor- 
poration. 

The Dairy Development 
Program was established to 
aid in the development of 
viable dairy operations. Its 
objective is being attained by 
offering the following in- 
centives to all farmers who 
operate, or intend to operate, 
a dairy enterprise. 

(1) Seventy dollars per 
thousand per year ($70- 
$1000/year) of loans interest 
payable on loans that were 
used to develop the dairy 
enterprise. 

(2) Maximum amount of 
loans eligible: 

(i) For individual farm 
operators - $12,000. 

(ii) For partnerships and 
corporations - $12,000 for the 
first family plus $6,000 for 
each additional family to a 
total of $24,000. 

The Native Range Im- 
provement Program was 
established to increase farm 
and ranch income by assis- 
ting and promoting range 
improvement practices. To 
accomplish this objective, 
the program is oriented 
towards increasing the qual- 
ity and quantity of forage; 
encouraging sound conser- 
vation practices on range 
land and improving manage- 
ment practices, The incen- 
tive is in the form of a 
payment of interest on a 
guaranteed loan, and the 
amounts are as follows: 

(1) Seventy dollars per 
thousand dollars of loan per 
year. 

(2) The maximum amount 
of loan eligible is $4,000 for 
each individual farm or 
r 


anch. 
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(3) The payments will be 
made in equal annual instal- 
ments for five years. 

(4) The incentive payment 
may be claimed after a 
complete annual instalment 
of principal and interest has 
been paid by the borrower.

municipal or county seat. 

Included in the crop insur- 
ance program this year is a 
special ‘built-in’ coverage for 
farmers who, because of 
unfavorable weather, are 
unable to complete either 
seeding or harvesting their 
crops. 

Compensation of $20 per 
acre will be paid for each 
acre of summerfallow, in 
excess of 20 per cent of the 
total, that could not be 
seeded because of excessive 
spring moisture. Snowed- 
under crops in the fall will be 
eligible for compensation at 
the rate of 25 per cent of the 
coverage provided under the 
policy. Again, payments will 
be restricted to the number 
of unharvested acres of a 
crop exceeding 20 per cent of 
the total acreage of that crop. 

Dr. Horner believes that 
this special coverage against 
spring and fall crop disasters 
should alleviate the need for 
special assistance programs 
such as were implemented 
for snowed-under crops in 
the fall of 1973 and for 
unseeded crops in the spring 
of 1974. 

Policyholders who have 
built up a favorable loss 
experience under the pro- 
gram will now be eligible for 
increased protection. Com- 
mencing after only one 
claim-free year, coverage 
will be moved upward from 
the basic level at the rate of 
five per cent each yeartoa 


maximum bonus of 30 per 
cent. This is a major step 
towards coverage based on 
the individual's own pro- 
duction experience. 

Of special significance, 
according to Dr. Horner, is 
the fact that premiums are 
being reduced in high risk 
areas where, because of 
unfavorable loss experience, 
premiums in some cases 
have moved up beyond the 
reach of many farmers. This 
reduction will help those 
farmers whose need for pro- 
tection is the greatest. Dr. 
Horner hopes that with this 
extra support from the pro- 
vince, the majority of farm- 
ers in these areas will come 
into the program. 

Additional crops now elig- 
ible for insurance are winter 
wheat, mixed grains, spring 
rye, mustard and commer- 
cially grown potatoes. High- 
er price options are also 
available this year to enable 
farmers to increase their 
level of protection to meet 
rising costs of operation. 

Dr. Horner states that a 
special effort has been put 
into the crop insurance pro- 
gram for 1975. In view of the 
many changes that have 
been made, he foresees a 
substantial increase in far- 
mer participation in the year 
ahead.

Best grain varieties 
for Sturgeon district

We receive inquiries as to 
what are the best grain 
varieties to grow in the 
Sturgeon District. We also 
found out that a great many 
varieties are being grown, 
There is no single variety 
that is the best for a large 
area as many factors in- 
fluence a decision as to what 
variety to grow. The most 
important of these factors 
are: 
(a) Is the producer de- 


laying seeding because of 


weed control or will he be 
using more herbicide? 

(b) Date of seeding in the 
spring. Is it an early or late 
spring? 

(c) Soil type. 

(d) Disease factor. 

(e) Summerfallor or stub- 
ble. 

(f) Feed or direct sales. 

(g) Relative date of mat- 
urity of the variety. 

(h) Relative yield and qu- 


ality. 

As can be seen there are a 
lot of reasons why one 
variety cannot satisfy all 
conditions. 

Our recommendations are 
as follows and you as pro- 
ducers will have to determine 
as to what grows best on your 
soil type. 


BARLEY 
(a) Medium maturity 
Galt, Bonanza and Conquest. 
(b) Early maturing - Gate- 
way 63 and Olli, 
(c) Late maturing - Jubilee 


WHEAT 

(a) Early maturing - Park 

(b) Medium maturing - 
Neepawa 

Neepawa out yields Park 
but is harder to thresh. 
Neepawa is more resistant to 
black chaff and root rot. 


OATS 
(a) Early maturing - Ran- 


dom - Glen - Garry 

(b) Medium maturing - 
Harmon 

(c) Late maturing - Grizzly 
and Victory (silage and 
greenfeed). 


UTILITY WHEAT 
Late - Glenlee 
Late - Norquay - 
Norquay is new variety 
that is earlier than Glenlee 


‘but yields about the same. 


Both of these varieties are 
earlier than Pectic 62, 

Note: Garnet is sometimes 
seeded for Utility due to good 
yield, early maturing and 
easy threshing. However it is 
very susceptible to rusts. 

There are many other 
factors that I have not 
included such as disease 
resistance, lodging and shel- 
tering.

*A five per cent tolerance 
in this 700 Ib. weight range 
had been permitted but this 
has now been eliminated 
after protests made by the 
Canadian Cattlemen's Asso- 
ciation, 

*All imported slaughter 
cattle, regardless of weight 
range must be designated as 
‘for immediate slaughter,”’ 
and of course, are subject to 
Canada’s DES certification 
policy. 

*All feeder cattle, includ- 
ing those over 700 Ibs. can 
enter Canada outside our 
quota provisions provided 
they ‘are designated as 
feeders and held for at least 
90 days before slaughter. 
Feeder cattle imports must 
show the necessary negative 
tests to five health items: 
T.B., Brucellosis, Anaplas- 
mosis, Blue Tongue and our 
DES certification policy. 

*Some mixed loads of 
cattle including heavy slau- 
ghter cattle and cattle under 
700 Ibs. have been imported 
and were not subject to quota 
because their load average 
was under 700. 

*All of these loopholes in 
our quota provisions - legal 
or otherwise, have been vig- 
orously pointed out on 
several occasions, by the 
C.C.A. to our federal Agri- 
cultural people including 
Health of Animals who are 
responsible for the admini- 
stration and follow-up proce- 
dures involving our quotas. 

*For the last quarter of 
1974 there were 7193 slau- 
ghter cattle under 700 lbs. 
imported from the U.S. - not 
subject to quota. 

*In the same period (three 
months) 9071 feeder cattle 
were imported - mostly from 
Alberta with a smaller 
number to Saskatchewan. 

*To January 28 of this 
year, 13,576 U.S. cattle have 
been imported, but this 
figure includes some out of 
quota cattle. This is an 
average of about 714 head 
per day. At this rate of 
importation our first quarter 
quota should be filled by

about mid-February. 

*During the first two 
weeks of 1975, 2010 light- 
weight feeders, mostly cal- 
ves, were imported into 
Alberta. This of course, 
again has a depressing in- 
fluence on’ Western calf 
prices and 4s strongly resen- 
ted by Western cow-calf pro- 
ducers. 

I wonder if Mr. Whelan’s 
cow subsidy policy of last 
December 13 will substan- 
tially reduce cur total Cana- 
dian cow and bred heifer 
numbers. 

Our Canadian beef cattle 
industry is faced with two 
fundamental market depres- 
sing factors: 

1. A short term over- 
supply of breeding cows (and 
calves) - a situation which 
has apparently put Canada 
into a net export position, for 
the first time in four or five 
years. 

2. A shortfall of domestic 
feed grains with resulting 
sustained very strong prices 
for these domestic feed 
grains. 

This same broad situation 
applies to the American 
cattle situation as well, and 
their current market levels 
are well below ours. Hope- 
fully, the negotiation meet- 
ing of the C.C.A. and the 
Trade Committee of the 
American National Cattle- 
men’s Association may res- 
tore some common sense to 
the current very unsettled 
trade relations between the 
two countries. Hopefully, 
mutual understanding of how 
the 10:1 ratio of our respec- 
tive cattle populations in- 
fluence both markets, will 
move our governments to 
more statesmanlike negotia- 
tions and less short term 
retaliatory actions.
